ways to reduce accidents of all kinds. 


Workers will be told of the im- 


porlance of the best snfety precautions 
to protect not only themselves and 
their associates from personal injury 
or death but the need for fire pre- 
vention. Fires due to carelessness 
sometimes burn up entire pay-rolls by 
destroying a plant, as occurred re- 
cently nt Waterloo. 


Suggestions have been made to 


have all Hope plants compete wilh 
each other for Ihe best safety record 
and award a prize to the winner every 
three months. Other suggestions will 
be appreciated.

The-Association has been organized 


for the purpose of placing good regis- 
tered sires in communities where the 
farmers do not find it profitable to 
keep pure-bred, males because the 
number of females they keep is loo 
small lo Warrent the expense, 


Although the association is designed 


primarily to enable these small dairy 
farmers to have an. interest in,- and 
the ust! of, good bulls at a" cost with-' 
in their reach, the large breeders will 
not be deprived of the advantages 
made available through the associat- 
ion. 


The cooperative association permits 


the pooling of resources'of a num- 
ber of farmers and business men in 
Ihe purchase of sires, enabling them 
to pay better prices and secure cor- 
respondingly better "animals. The sires 
owned by the association have a larger 
opportunity to demonstrate their worth 
as they will be bred lo more animals 
than if they were used in a single 
small herd. 


The sires will be in service for a 


long period of time, and those lhat 
prove prepotent will be retained ui the 
county until old age ends their use- 
fulness. 


As soon as the association is able 


lo purchase three or more registered 
bulls, the territory will be devided 
Inl breeding blocks, and a bull will 
be kept on a farm centrally located 
in each block. 


Every two years the bulls will be 


shifted from one block to another in 
order to avoid breeding them lo their 
own daughters. This enables Ihc mem- 
bers lo obtain the service of high 
class bulls for a period of years, 
limited only by the number of bulls 
in the association. Associations of this 
kind have been organized Ihroughoul 
the United States. At the present time 
in the United States there arc 160 
such associations owing 694 registered 
bulls. 


Sponsors of the plan ffccj that it 


will arouse the enthusiasm for bet- 
ter livestock and that pie introduct- 
ion of several good pur-bred sires in- 
to Ihu county will be followed later 
on by pure-bred females in many of 
the herds. 


Through the association greater in- 


terest in livestock breeding has been 
created and it will no doubt do more 
toward the development of dairying as 
an enterprise than any movement 
whihc has ever been 
undertaken 


in the- county.

Long's bills include a proposed ref- 


erendum on the stale wide sales tax, 
a widely opposed levy, and appro- 
priations for* $1,000,000' each, for free 
school lunches and relief payments. 
Other administration bills repeal old 
Huey Long "dictator" laws. 


Long's critics declare he could eas- 


ity repeal the sales tax by u simple 
act (if the legislature, and charge this 
and other bills are being pushed as 
expedient for the runoff."

Governor Lung restlessly paced the 
floor smoking cigarettes, interrupt- 
ing speakers and making suggestions 
as lo what they should say.
